The last Legislature of Texas enact- 
ad some wise laws which will enable 
those in debt to meet their obligations 
without selling their cotton and with­ 
out throwing the banks in a strain or 
danger. 
In the past there was no law 
in Texas whereby 
warehouses 
and 
cotton yards must issue 
negotiable 
warehouse receipts, or receipts which 
would pass from one person to anoth­ 
er, because of the guarantee of the 
State behind it.

if a farmer takes nis cotton to a cot­ 
ton yard or warehouse and calls for a 
negotiable receipt, 
the manager of 
such yard or house must issue him 
such receipt which must state the 
weight and grade of the bale of cot­ 
ton. 
Bond is also required to be given 
the State that the bale has been cor­ 
rectly graded and will be protected 
from damage or loss. 
This law places 
a bonded weigher and grader in every 
m arket place in the State. 
Thus a small bank can make loans to 
farmers on cotton and if it gets over­ 
loaded, the receipts can be passed on 
to the Reserve Bank or other large 
banks, trust companies, or individuals 
who have money to loan on the safest 
of collateral. 
This should be 
of 
special advantage to the country bank, 
since the Comptroller has ruled that 
Section 
5200 of the National Bank­ 
ing 
Laws will 
be strictly enforc­ 
ed, which prohibits a barile from loan­ 
ing more than IO per cent of its capi­ 
tal and surplus to one person or firm. 
The bank’s deposits can be loaned to 
the farm er in place of to the specula­ 
tor, which is much safer to the banks. 
It will aid materially in preventing 
more cotton from going on the m arket 
than can be shipped, and thus main- 1 
tain prices and prevent slumps.

The Italian farmer is evidently noth­ 
ing lf not willing to experiment No 
fewer thun three classes of collective 
farms are in successful operation In 
the country. In one class a co-opera­ 
tive society of farmers acts as landlord 
for the Individual members, each of 
whom tills his own farm independently 
of the others. Under the second plan 
the 
co-operative 
society 
holds 
the 
land, decide* from year to year how It 
Is to be divided and cultivated, and 
appoints each member to his part in 
the program of cultivation. The third 
plan Is more complicated: the co­ 
operative society rents a large farm 
which is worked by a permanent staff 
of members receiving a salary for their 
services, and by other members who 
divide their time between work on the 
co-operative farm and on privately 
owned farm*. All three forms of co­ 
operation are highly successful accord 
Ing to recent accounts. They have this 
point in common, the elimination of 
middlemen between farmer und con­ 
sumer.

There is still j 
an ambition on the part of those who j 
seek the organization of farm ers to do i 
something big; to have a huge m em ber-j 
ship, to cover wide territory. For cer- j 
tain purposes, like influencing legisla­ 
tion or dealing with huge corporate in­ 
terests, a large overhead organisation 
of farn.eib ie necessary. 
The New 
England Milk Producers' Association is 
a wide-spread 
organization, with a

sury, and has been a veritable godsend 
to the New England dairy farm ers dur­ 
ing the emergency created by the war. 
But the permanent effectiveness of 
such an organization among milk pro­ 
ducers anywhere can be assured only 
when there exists a multitude of local 
dairymen’s clubs or associations which, 
indeed, include practically all the indi­ 
vidual dairymen in each community.

Is there a place for the G eneral Farm ­ 
er*’ Association? 
ThiB is a question that will interest 
many thousands of farm ers belonging 
to these great organizations. 
The an­ 
swer is in the affirmative. There is no 
reason why organization that has broad 
purposes, high aims and aggressive 
programs should not have a most im­ 
portant place in rural w elfare. But as 
the organization of sub-industries de­ 
velop, it would seem as if the prin­ 
ciples of these 
great organizations 
should be very clearly defined and every 
effort made to fit in to the activities of 
other associated groups. For example. 
if the wheat farm ers and cotton farm ­ 
ers and stock farm ers are thoroughly 
organized, just where will the Grange 
come in? Does not its mission lie very 
largely in the fact that it is a sort of 
fraternity, a family a l families, com­ 
prising men, women and children, and 
that its educational and social teach­ 
ings are probably its g re atest assets? 
There is no reason, however, 
Grange should not play the part it has 
in the peat—,a great part in securing 
better conditions for farm ers. 
So also 
with the Farmers* Union. 
And while 
the existence of the great farm ers’ or­ 
ganizations is highly desirable, there 
is no doubt but it is difficult, if not im­ 
possible to have one inclusive farm ers’ 
organization. Our country is so large, 
the intermingling of the masses of 
farm ers in the different sections is so 
nearly impossible, the special needs of 
the different regions differ so greatly, 
the presence of competing needs is so 
diverse, that 
an 
organization that 
would actually enlist in its active mem­ 
bership a large majority of our seven 
million farm ers is practically out of 
the question. 


.Should W e Have aw Agrarian Organi­ 
zation? 
By agrarian organization is meant 
a farm ers’ association designed to look 
n iter the special interests of fa rm e r, 
possibly to resist the demand of other 
classes. 
In this sense, of course, it is 
unfortunate that farmers have to or­ 
ganize. 
Such procedure incites class 
consciousness, develops a struggle for

It is possible, therefore, 
tnat there ought to be in America what 
might be called a fighting farm ers’ or­ 
ganization. 
But we are inclined to be­

would be the one best adapted to se­ 
cure legislation.
